Oharles Henry Ohapman, Aged 15, Has
Bathed His Hands in Blood,

HE GOES GUNNING FOR HIS STEPFATHER

s Atm s Good and He Sends Two Ballets
Tuto His Dody—~Mukes s Biatement,
Baying He Was Protecting the
Home and Family.

George Stephens, who was shot yesterday
morning, sank gradually all last evening and
dled a4t 11 o’clock.

He lay at the Woman's Christian assocli-
tion hospital all day yesterday, fully con-
rolous, but hardly realizing hils condition
and with his mind not clear enough to eh=
able him to give any very rational account of
the shooting. He persisted In tho state-
ment that his wife did the shooting, but
Iater developments Indicate that It was
nut her waork, but that of her
won and Btephens'  stepron, Charles
Henry Chapman, aged 156 years. Stephens
8 well known in Council Bluffs and Omaha,
having been employed for several years as
toll collector at the Omaha and Council Bluffs
motor bridge. He had but one enemy, drink,
Abott & month ngo hix indulgence in drink

cost him his plage, and ever since then he
haw Deen on an exteénded spree, coming
home late at night, raising a disturbance

among the members of his family, or sleep-
Ing off his drunken stupor on the grase in

| front of his home at 110 Fifth avenne,

He came lome at 2:30 o'clock In the morn-
Ing under the influence of liguor, and found
the doors locked, He commenced hammering
at the windows and aroused his wife, who
refused to let him In. With an oath, Ste-
phens declared that he would get in and kil
hig family, and then burp down the house.
He had been keeping three loaded revolvera
in the house for some time poast, and mem-
bers of hix famlly were considerably alarmed,
fearing that he would carry his threat into
exeoution, From the windows they watched

his movements, and saw him go inte the
| woodshed at the rear of the house. He
lHghted a nomber of matehes, and seemcd

to be trying 10 set the shed on fire.
HOY FIRED DELIBERATELY.
His stepson, young Chapman, seized one

af the revolvers, and with his slster, Rose
Stephen, aged 17 years, went out to the
shed, Seelng them coming, Stephens jumped

to his feet and started toward them. The
young man aimed his revolver and fired two
shots in ropid succession, both of them at
cloge range. One of them took effect in
Stephens’ right side, near the front part of
the abdomen, the other In the shoulder.
After the two shots had been fired, accord.
ing to the boy'a statement, he and his sister
ran Into the housge, while Stephens ran
around to the front door, Mrs. Stephenns
started out of the front door to go to the
residence of John T. Stewart, about half a
block away, and Stephens ran after her. By
the time they had gone a few feet, the boy
withk agaln on hand, at the front door, with
lils revolver, He firéd at Stephens, but
falled to hit his target. Stephens went a
few feet further, and then lay down on the
ground, wherz he was found a few minutes
later by the police. He was pleked up and

earried to the Kilel hotel, where Dr. V. L.
Treynor was called to attend him. He or-
dered that the wounded man be taken to

the Woman's Christian Assoclation hospital,

Stephons sald that It was his wife who
had fired the shot, and the woman was
placed under arrest and lodged in the city
juil. About an hour later the boy was also
arrosted and put in Jail, When  Justice
Walker held police court in the morning he
ordered Mrs. Stephens released on her own
recognizance, as it was evident that she had
had no part In the shooting.

The boy was called upon for a statement.
He admitted firing three shots at his step-
father, and sald he did it to protect his
mother and prevent him from murdering the
family and burning the house. The boy Is
very bright, and told his story in a straight-
forward way. He llved with John T. Stew-
art durlng the first seven years of his life,
but since the marrlage of his mother to
Stephens, elght years ago, had been living

at home, His father, he says, had been
drunk for the past two weeks, almost con-
tinually.

Colonel Dailey was engaged as attorney

for the boy and his mother and during the
day sccured a -bondsman for the boy, who
was released to appear next Saturday be-
fore Justice Walker for a preliminary hear-
ing.

“1 did not know him from Adam, but 1 had
learned about the Tichborne famlly in
‘Burke’s Peernge,' which is In a library at
Gouldborne, which enabled me to converse
with him about the members of the Tamily
and how they were when he last saw them.
Then after Bogle had recognized me ax Sir
Roger 1 had no Idea as to what 1 was doing
Of course I got a grest Jeal out of Bogle. 1
was pumping him ail the time as to names
and hablite and custome of the varipus mem-
bers of the family, and, inleed, every ma-
terial thing about them.'

Orton got plenty of money In Eydney
“Gloves came In o few days to finance me
further,” he writes. “He got Levi and Doltissi,

merchants of Sydney, to lend me $3,000. He
also got $1.200 of Thompson & Giles and
I$1,200 from a Mrs, Wood, She wue the

widow of n man who had a large second-hand
shop In Pitt street.  All these people lent
me money, for which 1 gave them bills on
Drommond & Co. In London. [ did not know
the Drummonds, but heard them mentione!,
and they were the only bankers 1 Knew in

rl.mnd:m, with the exception of the Bank of
England.”

Lady Tiehborne eent him  $1.200, but the
letter reached llm after he left Sydney. He

edlled with his  wife for Panama on the
steamer Rakal, under the names of Roger
and Lady Tichborne., Arrived at Panama, he
concluded to go to New York, with the In-
tention of procecding across the continent to
San Francisco,

“When 1 got to New York I met a Mr
Jones, manager for Gordon & Goteh, well
known statloners. 1 put up at the Clarendon,
In those days the best hotel In the city, While
In New York, where [ stayed a month, 1 got
to know a Mr. Gateway, a provision mer-
chant, who was a friend of Mr. Jones, Later
oo Mr. Guteway lent me, on my bill, §700
for three months."

By thix time Orton had made up bis mind
to carry out the fraud. He salled for Lon-
don and =topped at a hotel which he learned
from Bogle Sir Roger and his father ordi-
narily frequented. He was accepled at once
by the landlord ae Sir Roger. Then he went
to Paris tp see Lady Tichborne.

“On the mornlng following my arrival
Lady Tichborne sent her Irish male serv-
ant, Cohen, round to the hotel to Inquire If
I had arrived. About an hour afterward
Lady Tichiborne came round to the hotel
to sea me, It was about 10 {n the moroing
I gat up to breakfast that morning, but
after arising 1 became 1. The real cause
of my liness 1 cannot thoroughly explain,
but It must have been due to the facdt that
1 was overexcited at the prospect of belng
confronted with Lady Tichborne, whom 1
did not know, Feeling ill, T lald down on
the bad In my clothes, Lecte came in and
told me that Lady Tichborne had arrived,

“OAN right, T am ready to receive her.'

“When Lady Tichborne entered the room
I wase lylng on the bed with my face to
the wall. In that position my back would
be to Lady Tiehborne. 8She was In the
room some minutes before I knew she was
there, 1 heard Holmes call: ‘Sir Roger,

you mother {8 here." Of course [ turned
‘n\'er and slid my legs down, resting on the

gide of the bed. She looked at me and
then came forward and kissed me and said:
‘Oh, Roger, 1 am #0 glad to see you.'

“She was full of emotlon and seemed
much affected, Holmes got her a chair and
ghe sat down alongside of me and we con-
versed together., She could see that 1 was
really i1l and she asked me what was the
matter, [ =ald I did not know what It
was, my face was as red as a turkey cock's
and the blocd seémed to be rushing to my

head, which she notieed. She was kind
and attentive to me and we chatted to-

The confesslon goes on to show
Tichborne's unquestioning acceptance of
him and her solicitude because of his f11-
ness.

“I think ehe kisged me about every five
minutes, on the cheek,"” he writes. “'She
was very affectionate Indeed, and remained
with me the whole time that day until 10
o'clock at night, having her meals in my
private sitting room. She was staying In
the Rue de Mamurin. In the cownrse of the
day she conversed with me freely and asked
me to tell her about my lfe in Australia and
other parts of the world. She asked me how
I had been getting on and what 1 had been
doing. She Inquired whether T had gotten
the $3.000 ghe sent me to Sydney, and [ told
her T had not, as 1 had left befare |t arrived,
She told me she nllowed Alfred (Bir Roger's
brother, who was a baby then), $100 a week,
but now that you have come home, of course
1 shall allow youw the same sum. She ac-
cordingly did so, and this she continued to
o right up to the time of her death. Bhe
also gave Holmes instruction to take a house
for myself and my wife at Croydon. She in-
quired very kindly afier my wife and child.
1 told her they were both in London, living
with Mrs, Holmes during our absence. She
expressed a great desire to see the child, 1
think on that day, but, at all events on the
next, 1 gave her a short story of my life in
Aunstralia, telling her how 1 had been living.
She gave me §100 before 1 left Parla, and she
pald all the hotel expenses of Holmes, Lecte
mnd myself, This was In January, 1867,
when 1 was In Parls.*
